administration to said patient, wherein sain enteric release dosage form comprises a coating of a 
thickness of at least 20 um which comprises dried 30% (dry substano o ) aqueous dispersion of an 
anionic copolymer based on methacrylic acid and acrylic acid ethyl ester, said coating being 
soluble at a pH of about 5.5 upwards; and 

a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier; 

wherein said amphetamine base salts comprise dextroamphetamine sulfate, 
dextroamphetamine saccharate, amphetamine aspartate monohydrate and amphetamine sulfate; 

wherein said pharmaceutical composition is sufficient to maintain an effective level of
